I'Epee Catholic Deaf-Mutes' As 
sociation last Tuesday evening, 
Nov. \Mlli. was an occasion that 
will be long remembered. It 00 
curred at its rooms, 732 Pine St., 
and was tendered to the Mosl Key. 
Arc bishop Kyan, in honor of the 
one hundred and eighty fourth 
birthday anniversary of the Abbe 
l)e I'Epee, inventor of the sign 
language. The room in which the 
Archbishop was received was hand- 
somely decorated with evergreens 
and flags, etc. All the members of 
the association were present. The 
large oil-painted portrait of He 
I'Epee was also decorated and hung 
on the wall behind the platform, 
while the Archbishop's portrait 

hung opposite from where heaat 
The Archbishop arrived .at 8 
escorted by the Most Key, I). J. 
Fit/gibbons. Of St. Joseph's House. 
He wa8 led tO a plush armchair ill 
the front side of the room sur- 
rounded by several clergy. Mr. 

Michael J. Ryan, Director, then 
look full ohai exercises. 

He said that we should now be 
happy while we had with us our 
groat Archbishop, who was so kind 
as lo accept our Invitation. Then 
several members entertained the 
Archbishop by recitations in signs, 
which were Interpreted orally for 
his benefit.

Lastly, Mr. William Hayes, 
assisted by Misses Mary U Lyons 
and Sarah Kelly, rendered a hymn 
very gracefully. Archishop Ryan 
then made an address of thanks to 
I he members present, which was 
translated into the sign language 
b\ Father Whelan. He salt 

part that he was very much touch- 
ed by his reception and by the ex- 
cises of the evening. 

In olden times those who suffered 
from a similar misfortune were put 
lo death, as the survival of the til- 
test was onlj believed in. Chris- 
tianity had elevated them, he said, 

for they had n *°ul and Cod took 
compassion on them, lie called 
attention lo the fad that the saints, 
and all Intelligent people, loved 
solitude and wished to be deaf and 

dumb to a considerable extent, as 

there are so in in\ worthless things 
said thai tend to till our minds 
evil. Continuing, he said that he 
would do all in his power to ad 
vance the interests of the associa- 
tion, and that they would one day 
at name, lie also said 
that he had appointed Father 
Whelan to care for their interests.

VICTORY. 

Happenings on the (>reen.

The public generally may have 
observed that within Ihe last de- 
cade, there have been more general 
complaints, that photographs 
peciallv those made by the new pro- 
cesses, fade aw ay rapidly, or at least 
exhibit the tendency to do mi v cry 
soon alter thev are made. 

In this paper, 1 will try to point 
out the causes thereof. It is a 
fact well known, that those pictures 
made by photographers of establish- 
ed reputation, before ihe advent of 
whal is called aristo paper, were 
absolutely permanent when good 

care was (aken of (hem. 

Hut unfortunately, since Hie 

general rise of amateur photog- 
raphy, many kin tin of paper were 

put on market, whose chief merit 

lay in their high gloss and the 
apparent ease with which they 
could be worked. For instance, 
thev could be toned and fixed at 
(he same operation, whtsh in the 
eyes of amateurs, and born-tired 
photographers, seemed to simplify 
the oper it ions. That had. more- 
1 of drawing into out-

Lyons, a 

deaf-mute living at Bath Beach, 

has saved no less than eight lives 
from a watery grave. lie has two 
medals awarded him him by the 
Volunteer Life Saving corp 
New fork, one of them containing 
two bars, signifying thai it is a 
double award. Recently he was 
presented with Ins double badge of 
honoi in .Indue Nostrand's court, 
Coney Island, for reselling a young 
woman and a lad last, August at 
Hath Beach. The young woman 

had become exhausted after getting 
beyond her depth, and Lyons, al the 

risk of his own life, jumped from 
the pier at the foot of Deltruyn's 
lane and swam with her ashore. 

He made his fir at Fort 

Washington somi Ago, when 

he pulled a little boy out of the deep 
waters of the sound. His second 
was one day, when he was rowing 
on tin; Harlem Kiver. A man had 
tumbled in accidentally, and il was 
witti difficulty that he \\ ; 

It was during the summer of 1800 

that he effected a brilliant rescue 
A man named William Gallagher 
Slipped from a rock into I Ire deep 
waters of the sound. Lyons divest 
ed himself of part of his clothing 
and swam to In nice, and 

after a hard struggle saved him 
from drowning. All his ol her rescues 
made in the vicinity of Lath 
Leach. In August, 1894, he pulled 
a little girl out of the lower bay. 
Lasl year be saved two women from 

drowning off Dyker beach. He did 

not liud out the name of the first 
one, nor did he receive any ret 
tion of it whatever. The second 
was the wife of ,1 physician and her 
husband was on the scene al the 
time. The woman was struggling 
beyond her depth, having been 

carried out by an undertow, when 

he swam out to hot nee. She 

caught him about the waist, and he 

had hard work to land her as well 
as himself in safely.
